“Suicide” Was Found With 
Blanket Wrapped Tightly 
About Her Head.

DECATUR, Ui., Oct. U.—The first wit- 
ness called to the stand in the case of 
bred H. and Faye Magill, charged with 
the murder of Magill’s first wife, was 
Dr. J. C. Myers, who was called in soon 
after Pet Magill's death on the morn- 
ing of May 21. Dr. Myers told of the 
position of the body, and also ef the 
demeanor of Fred Magill. 

in the opinion of the witness, Mrs. 
Magill died of chloroform poisoning. 
He stated, however, that persons who 
die of chloroform inhalation always 
struggle and that the position of hor 
body showed she had lein quietly in her 
bed until death came. 

Dr. Myers said that when he entered 
the room, having been summoned by 
Fred Magill, who told him over the 
phone that Pet was dying, her body was 
lying upon a bed on its right side, her 
head upon her right arm. She had on 
a nightgown. A blarket hung over the 
foot of the bed. Life had been extinct 
about two hours. A bow! lay on the bed 
in the angle of her arm and body. In it 
was a bunch of. cotton that had been 
saturated in chloroform. 

The windows of the bedroom 
wide open. 

Dr. Myers testified that after he 
reached the Magill home he told Fred 
he wanted counsel and suggested Dr. 
Wilcox, who lived across the atley 
from the Magill home.. Fred objectted 
and Dr. Blome was called in

Position of the Body. 

Mr. Mitchell described the position of 
the body of Pet Magill when she was 
found dead.

, form, Fred Magill telephoned first to

| Mr. Mitchell said the theory of the 
State was that Fred Magill killed his 
wife that night, either upon the bed or 
elsewhere and carried her there. He 
laid great stress upon the fact that Fred 
| called Faye and did not cal) any neigh- 
bor. Fred, he ‘pointed out, refused to 
have a doctor calied j- to consult with 
the first one he had called, He refused 
io talk to newspaper men. He refused 
to consent to an inquest, and when it 
Was forced upon him he named the

The tnquest was held in secret and tie 
evidence was suppressed. 

Mrs. Pet Magill left seven letters. The 
theory of the State, Mr. Mitchell said. 
was that each of these was a forgery. 
done by Fred and Faye to deceive the 
public. Six of these Ictters were found 
the morning the budy @as found. A 
seventh letter was found by Fred 4 
week later. It told him to marry Faye 
Craham and go away from Clinion. This 
letter, the State contended, Wa* writ- 
ten by Fred and Faye to “further their 
designs."’

SAPP'S MURDER 


Jury Decides She Was Slain 
and Married Man Is 
Arrested. 








HIS. WIFE QUESTIONED 





She Denies She Followed Hus- 
band and Saw Tragedy 
in Yard.

IOLA, Kan., Oct. 11.—-Miss May Capp, 
who was found witr ar throat cut ip 
the tack yard of her home in Moran, 
was murdered, according to the. verdict 
of theCoroner’s jury. Immediately after 
the verdict was rendered last night 





Samuel Whitlow, the Moran grain deal- 
‘er who testiued that he was with Miss 
|Sapp when she killed herself for love 
of him, was arrested on an information 
charging murder. 

The complaint against Whitlow, who 
is a married man, was sworn to by J. 
N. Sapp, father of the dead girl. The 
jurors in their verdict state( that the 
person who killed: Miss Sapit was to 
ithem unknown, but C. J. eterson, 
the prosecuting attorney, who ‘onduct 
ed the inquiry, declared the facts war- 
ranted the arrest of Whitlow. 

Whitlow exhibited no surprise when 
Mr. Peterson informed him that a war- 
rant would be issued for his arrest on 
a charge of murder. 

‘Tt suppose it will be,”” he replied. 

“Yes, and unless you change that 
story of yours ict will onvict you.” 

‘“T uon’t care. It’s the truth and 
I'll stick to it,” Whitlow replied dog- 
gedly. “I owe it to my wife and fam- 
lly to tell the truth about this affair 
and that’s what I’m doing.” 

In the County Attorney’s office -7ith 
Whitlow and Peterson were Walter P. 
Wharton, the pastor of the Moran M. 
E. Church, of which Whitlow is a mem- 
ber, and Harlan Taylor, a Moran bank. 
er and friend of Whitlow’s. 

“You had better make a clean breast 
of the whole metter, Sam,”’ Taylor ad- 
vised. 


Sticks to His Story. 
“IT tell you I'm telling the truth,” 


the man asserted. ‘I uppose lll go 
to prison, but I know I'm -inno~ t. I 
shall not spend any money on lawyers. 
I'll leave my home and what I have for 
my fa- They will know thr‘ I’m 
innocent.’’ 

Peterson ‘‘sweated” Whitlow for 
more than an hour without causing him 
to weaken in the east in his strange 
story of the girl’s death. 

Juror Makes Him Angry. 

Mr. and Mrs. Whitlow were the prin- 
cipal witnesses before the jury yesterday 
afternoon. Whitlow was subjected to a 
severe cross-eamination, but in the main 
he stuck to the story which he told 
first in his statement to the county of- 
ficials and later to the Coroner’s jury 
Every one except Dr. D. W. Reid, Cor- 
oner, the jurors, C. J. Peterson, County 
Prosecutor, and Wallace Anderson, his 
deputy, were excluded from the room. 
Whitlow grew angry at some of the 
questions asked him by the attorneys 
and the jurors, but flatly denied that [rr 
had ever been intimate with Miss Sapp 
‘Or even as much as touched her person 
except to greet her occasionally with a 





handshake during the two years of their 
connection. 


“Now, Whitiow,” asked Frank Travis, | 


a juror, “didn’t you grow tired of your 
relations with this girl and deliber- 
ately plan to do away with her? 


: Didn’t you plan all this long ago?” 


Whitlow'’s face flushed and his eyes 
Snapped with anger.

St. Louis Physicians Say the 
Treatment Appears 
Reasonable. 


METHOD _ |S 
Dr. Ravold Talks of Similar 
Work He Witnessed in 
Breslau.

Medical men and men of science in 





‘St. Louis expressed their interest in 
a cablegram received from Paris, Thurs- 
day, by the Post-Dispatch, relating to 
the recent discovery by Dr. Wickham 
‘and Dr, Degrais of the possibility of re- 
‘moving the so-called port wine birth 
; marks by means of the unknown rays 
emanating from radium. | 

This discovery was announced recent- 
iy at the Congress of Surgeons in Paris, 
which physicians in this city say is evi- 
dence of its authenticity, and that it is 
not a piece of psuedo-scientific news. 

The discovery that a means has been 
found for the removal of the disfigur- 
ing marks will be hailed with gladness 
by the thousands of persons al] over 
the world who have been marked from 
birth with the wine stains. 

Dr. A. Ravold of St. Louis, who has 
recently returned from a trip to Europe, 
and who has been much interested in the 
treatment of morbid growths, in speak- 
ing of the discovery of Dr. Wickham 
and Dr. Degrais, said: 

“The removal! of port-wine stains by 
means of radium rays is very feasible, 
I believe. I read the cablegram in the 
Post-DiSpatch and was immediately re- 
minded of the experiments with the 
radium rays in the removal of cancerous 
growths. In Breslau, Prussia, is proba- 
bly the largest Institution for the treat- 
ment of skin diseases in the world. 
There morbid growths were successfully 
removed by radium rays. 

Dilated Blood Vessels Cause. 

“The so-called port-wine birth marks 
are the result of dilated blood vessels 
under the skin. The problem of remov- 
ing the patch of color caused by them 
is to dry up or drive the superfluous 
blood out of them. 

“It is interesting to know that the 
pioneers in this sort of work are St. 
‘Louis men—Dr. Michel and Dr. Harda- 
way--who introduced the electric needle 
in the removal of birthmarks. An fridi- 
um needle was insertetd into the tissue 
and the electric current turned on. The 
current destroyed the tissue immedi- 
ately about it. This left a white sear 
which was hardly distinguishable fron 
the skin about it. If the patch of color 
was very large, it Was necessary to in- 
sert the needle many times, a tedious 
painful operation. 

Radium Method Is Simpler. 

“In the case of the radium rays the 
process of disintegrating the tissue is 
about the same, but it is simpler. In 
the case of cancerous growths with 
radium ,the rays destroy the tissue. In 
treating the port wine birth stains I 
presume the effect of the radium rays is 
to drive the extra blood from the dilated 
vessels and so remove the color beneath 
the outer skin. 

} “The method used by the European 
specialists in -treating cancers with 
radium is very simple. A small metal 
disk about the size of a nickel 5-cent 


piece, to which a small handle is at- 
tuched, contains a few particles of 
radium hardly distinguishable from 
specks of dust, between two pieces of 
giass. This is placed over the cancer 
at stated intervals and the emanating 
rays disintegrate and destroy the tis- 
sue. I presume the same method is used 
in reducing the dilated blood vessels 
that cause the port-wine stains. 

“The institution in Breslau of which 
I spoke bought up all of these little 
radium disks at the time of their ap- 
arance, paying $125 each for them. 
ince then the price of the radium disks 
has risen to each. ' But one of them 
can be used indefinitely in. treatments 
such as I have described. It would be 











Twell to inform prospective purchasers 


of radium disks, however, not to carry 
them in the vest pocket. I know a sur- 
geon in Europe who did so and the rays 
penetrated through his clothing to _ his 
skin, and before he Was aware of it had 
destroyed the surrounding tissue. 


Power Little Understood. 
“Of course, we know nothing of the 


peculiar form of eneeey emitted by 
radium, but its uses in the treatment of 
morbid tissue growths are becoming bet- 
ter known every day. It is a marvelous 
substance, and who knows but that 
there is enough energy in a _ small 
amount of it to drive a _ steamship 
across the Atlantic, or enable a motorist 
toe drive his car with the power from 
lthe particle that can be carried in his 
| vest pocket. There is no question as to 
its services in the future when medi- 
cal men become better informed in the 
methods of handling it and its uses.”

FINANCING A SPECIALTY 





Breweries, Gas and Water- 
works Promoted by Con- 
cern With Light Purse. 





How three East St. Louis and Belle- 
ville men took a fling at high finance 
by organizing a corporation with a re- 
puted capital of $250,000 on an actual 
outlay of $2000, to engage in the business 
of financing and bonding breweries, 
electric light, gas and telephone plants, 
was brought to light by a suit filed in 
East St. Louis City Court by J. W. 
Schaumberg and J. H. McClurkin, 
against William Bender, Jr. 

Bender, who was fermerly superin- 
tendent of a brewery in Belleville, ac- 
cording to the petition, 
the plan to organize the promotion com- 
pany. 

It is alleged that the three men agreed 
in October, 1905, to go into the business 
of bonding and financing industrial en- 
terprises, especiallly breweries, and to 
get the business started, Bender and 
Schaumberg were each too put up 
£1000. 

Bender was ‘to be general manager of 
th company at a salary of $150 a 
inonth, McClurkin was to be employed 
at $100 a month, and Schaumberg was to 
join the excutive force of the company 
at a later time. Bender was to receive 
one-half the profits and each o fthe oth- 
er men, one-fourth. 

With the $2000 paid in capital, the com- 
plainants allege they went to South 
Dakota and organized the General Con- 
struction and Bond Co., with a pur- 
ported capital of $250,000 and then ap- 
plied to the Secretary of State for a 
license to do business in Missouri. 

The Secretary of State thought the 
company’s chartter rights too extensive, 
and refused the permit.

Louis, with Bender as ostensible presi- 
dent of the company, McClurkin as 


Schaumberg alleges in the petition that

Company Becomes Active.

It is alleged that finally the company 
undertook to finance the Mohawk Brew- 
ing Co., Schenectady, N. Y., and that as 
the result of these negotiations Bender 
was engaged as general manager of 
the brewery at a salary of $7500 a year, 
and the offices of the General Construc- 
tion and Bond Co. were removed from 
St. Louis to Schenectady. 

Subsequently, it is alleged, Bender’s 
health failed, and he asked for a vaca- 
tion on the l.kes. According to Schaum- 
berk and McClurkin, Bender never re- 
turned to Schenectady, but went to In- 
dianapolis and formed the Brewers’ Con- 
struction Co. 
It is alleged that the contracts of the 
first company were made in the name 
of Bender, and that he is carrying them 
out in the name of his Indianapolis cor- 
poration. | 
Complainants Want Profits. 
The complainants allege that they re- 


ceived none of the profits of the busi- 
ness, although. the company.made mon- 
ey, and they seek to have the partner- 
ship set aside, and Bender enjoined 
from disposing of any of his property in 
St. Clair County, LiL, until a .satisfac- 
tory settlement is made. The suit was 
filed Thursday afternoon.

Just prior to the time the General 
Assembly took its‘long recess the drain- 
ag district trustees had introduced sim- 
ifar bills in the House and Senate that 
purported to be in the interest of the 
deep waterway, but which upon inves- 
tigation and study turn out to be in the 
interest of a gigantic. water power 
scheme. that is fostered by the drainage 
trustees. 

Called it a Steal. 

Toward the close of his speech Con- 
gressman Rainey’s utterances became 
sensational. .At one place he said: 

“I suggest that the time has come 
not to pass this bill authorizing this ad- 
ditional steal, but to adopt a resolution 
investigating the sanitary district trus- 
tees, and I have reason to believe from 
what shreas of eviderre I have. picked 
up that, if this investigation is ordered, 
corruption will be revealed that may 
reach into the high places in this 
State.”’ 

No action was taken by the’ house, 
which sat in a committee of the whole 
on Congressman Rainey’s charges, but 
it is hardly to be expected that the mat- 
ter will pass unnoticed.

$160,000 buried by a fellow prisoner near 
the Jail, after which both will make a 
race for. liberty across the ‘Canadian 
border. 

Detective Sullivan turned the letters 
over to Assistant Chief of Detectives 
McCarty. . Laing told the police here 
that ween he presented the check in 
the fall of 1906, to F. E. Barnes, 210 
Olive street, for indorsement, he did not 
know that the signature of the Drexel 
Savings Bank of Chicago had _ been 
forged. 

Barnes indorsed the paper. Laing | 
says that after cashing the check he ieft 
St. Louls for Texarkana, where he was 
arrested on a charge of forgery and has 
been, kept in Jail there without trial 
since Dec. 27, 1906.

QUARRY MAN LAUGHS 
WHEN FINED $3000 


Bambrick Bros. Construction Co. 
Held in Contempt for Violat- 
ing Injunction. 











Houreholders, near Florissant avenue 
and l’enrose street came out of doors 
Friday morning without apprehension of 
sudden injury from flying: quarry debris. 
They felt confident that a fine of $3000 
assessed by Judge McDonald against 
the Bambrick Bros. Construction Co. for 
contempt of court in the operation of 
the qaurry there would procure im- 
niunity for them for a time at least. 

The fine, probably the heaviest ever

On 
the day before, testimony had been 
heard by Judge McDonald about a 
violation that had occurred on July 
22, and he was considering what ac- 
tion he should take when the repiti- 
tion occurred. 

After a second citation had been 
issued, a fine of $50 was inflicted for 
the first offense. Evidence on the 
second offense was heard Thursday. 
Aloysius Krebs and others testified 
that a violent blast had caused a 
Shower of rocks to fall on his house 
and others. A chimney of one house 
was damaged. 

frebs testified that when he told

FOR NOT FILING REPORTS 


Corporations Required to State 
Whether or Not They Belong

Cireult Attorney Sager had filed tn 
the Circuit Clerk’s office, up to Friday 
morning, 602 sults against corporations 
which have failed to comply with the law 
requiring such concerns to make before 
July 1, to the Secretary of State,.an an- 
nual statement of the location of their 
principal offices, factories or plants. 

The law also requires a statement of 
the name of the principal officers, the 
cash value of their personal property 
and real estate and the amount of taxes 
which. they paid the preceding year. 
Under the statutes, corporations are also 
required to file a statement as to wheth- 
er or not they are connected with any 
trust or combination of capital. 

The penalty for failure to file these 
reports is the forfeiture of the com- 
pany’s charter and costs of the sult. The 
number of suits filed this year is great- 
er than any number in a preceding 
vear. The usual course of the defend- 
ant corporations is to come into court 
and comply with the law, when the cases 
are dismissed.
